W om en W ill N ot AI way * Use Pea ceful 
A rgunulit, but May E m ula te Their Sis­ 
ters of tlic* French R evolution—Opening 
of the Congress—To the Rescue of Our 
Rig ancl H is Product—Official Points.

W a s h i n g t o n C i t y , March 27 .—The inter 
national congress of women opened formally 
jhere Monday at Albaugh’s Opera house with 
several hundred delegates 
in attendance. 
IMiss Susan B. Anthony 
¡presided and called the 
council to order, after 
which Elizabeth Cady 
Stanton delivered an 
address of 
welcome. 
Miss Anthony , in call­ 
ing the meeting to or­ 
der, said that the spe­ 
cific purpose in calling 
the council together this 
y ear and in this coun­ 
try was because just 
forty y ears ago the first 
convention of women, 
called by women, was 
held in this country , s u s a n b. A n t h o n y . 
The call for the meeting forty y ears ago, she 
said, if she remembered rigidly , had no sig­ 
natures to it, but, nevertheless, the two mov­ 
ing spirits in originating and carry ing on 
the work were Lucretia Mott—the sainted 
Lucretia Mott—and Elizabeth Cady Stanton, 
who was with them to-day .

Forty 
y ears ago 
women 
had 
no 
place 
any where, 
save 
in 
tho homo; no hope 
of pecuniary independ­

They never 
heard any such thing then as a woman earn­ 
ing her living in any way except in leaching, 
domestic service or in factories. 
During the 
forty y ears there had b een an open sesame to 
almost all tho uvenu« *s of industry.

man in the industrial 
world. 
W hat was true hi work was truo 
in 
education--in everythin 
Mem had granted 
them everything alm ost, b ut the one pivotal 
right by which the women of tho country

troduced Mrs. Stanton, who for tw enty years 
had be, n, she said, the president of the Na­ 
tional Woman Bull'rage association.

BARTEL’S HOG STATEMENTS. 


T h ey B rin g O ut an In dign a n t P rotest from 
A ll Pa rt» o f th e C ountry . 


W as h ing t o n C i t y , March 27.—The state­ 
m ent made Indore the house committee on 
agriculture last week b y William G. Bartel, 
of St. Louis, in the investigation into the 
m anufacture of lard has created considerab le 
agitation in certain pork packing centers, 


and has not only flooded the committee with 
counter-statements, b ut is likely to involve 
Mr. Bartel in damage and other suits. 
Mr. 
Bartel was not under oath when he made his 
statem ent, and is not therefore liab le for j>er- 
jury, as one firm at Kansas City announces 
it will hold him to. 
Chairm an Hatch, of the house committee 
on agriculture, has received various telegrams 
from pork packers and others relative to the 
testimony of Mr. Bartel, which w ill l» e filed 
w ith the committee. 
J. P. Squfer, of Boston, 
telegraphs: 
We positively deny ail statements that 
we use 
cholera or diseased hogs for meat or lard. Huch 
statements are false and malicious. 
C. II. North & Co., of Boston, telegraph: 
If Bartel states that cholera or any diseased 
hogs are used in lard here it is untrue. Nothing 
hut wholesome, healthy hogs are used b y us, and 
we wish to refute this lib el on eastern packers. 
Francis W hittaker & Sous, St. Louis, tele­ 
graph: 
Bartel's statement that the yards are full of 
cholera hogs t< » -day, and that packers slaughter 
similar ones, is utterly false, and is a lib « *l on the 
general trade. His prosecution will prove this, 
Hon. Asher C aruth, of Kentucky, has re­ 
ceived a letter from various pork packers at 
Louisville, Ky., which ho has referred to 
H atch, with an endorsement of tho high 
character of the firms signing it. 
It is signed 
b y Hughes, T aggart 
& Co,, O. W. Thomas 
& Co., Fred I2eib ‘s Sons, Jarvis & Co., H. »S. 
Nesaman & Co., Burch <X Norris, and Con­ 
rad & Siler. 
They refer to the news]taper 
pub lications, and state that they transm it a 
protest; signed b y all the city packers against 
B artel’s testimony, which they ask to have 
laid b efore the committee. 
They say: 
At a time wlem our national legidatur* is try ­ 
ing to get foreign countries to rescind their un­ 
just emb nrgoi's against American hogproduets.it 
seema malicious that this man Bartel should make 
such un-American statem ents against one of the 
most important export articles. 
The protest .signed b y the same gentlemen 
is as follows: 
We unanimously declare the evidence given b y 
William (j, Bartel b eforeyour committee, as pub ­ 
lished here, to b e untrue so far as concerns ns, the 
pork packets of Louisville, Ky. We do not kill 
diseased hogs, nor h >gs sick of c!u>l ra. 
We 
make only ab solutely pure hogs' lard, free from 
all adulteration 
whatever, and 
ail hogs un­ 
naturally d» *:iil or accidentally killed <»r smothered 
in transit, and all hhg guts from animals slaugh- 
t *rc | at our slaughb T houses are separately ren­ 
dered into greases, b oth white and yellow, and 
sold as such un their merits to other manufac­ 
turers. We fe**l justified in asserting that such 
testimony as Mr. Barters is invidious, injurious, 
and highly detrimental to one of America's lead­ 
ing interests, especially with reference to our trade 
among foreign nati ms, and that the testimony of 
a man who acknowledges 
himself to 
have 
slaughtered diseased animals for human food, 
and did so knowingly, is unworthy of credit. 
In au intern tow- with tho correspondent of 
The Omaha Herald Congressman Laird, of 
Neb raska, who is a m em b er of the committee 
on agriculture, said: “» So far this is a fight 
la tween dealers in pork and lard represent­ 
ing different sections and conflicting interests. 
Certain packers of pork and Tenderers of lard 
have sought and are prom oting this investi­ 
gation to the end that they m ay rather gain 
advantage than t hat tho consumer 
or pro 
dueers should b e protected. 
This has lately 
degraded the inquiry into mere mud-slinging,

New Y o rk , March 37.—A Huntington, 
W . Va., sp ecial sa3*s: There is at least some 
indications that the p eop le of the counties of 
West Virginia and Kentucky lying along the 
Big Sandy riv er will be released from the 
domination of the band of robbers, murder­ 
ers, and outlaws which has ranged up and 
down the country ov er ail area of more than 
100 square miles during the last eighteen 
months. 
The gang 
was recruited from 
three 
states, and the number has been p laced at 
from ten to thirty-fiv e by those who are more 
or less familiar with them and their op era­ 
tions. And so successful were the outlaws in 
ev ading arrest that little was known of their 
strength or p ersonnel. 
Lately there has been 
an excep tional number of robberies, and offi­ 
cers were started after the gang, determined 
not to stop p ursuit until the bandits had been 
p ut under arrest. The band was known to be 
in Wayne county, and there, after p ersistent 
efforts, two of the ringleaders, named Charles 
and Step hen Kelly, were cap tured. The two 
men were confined in the county jail, and in 
the hop e of bettering their p rosjiects at their 
trial they made a confession, which, though 
startling in its nature*only -confirms what 
has been generally known. 
The Kellys said they were members of a 
Imnd of twelv e men recruited in Ohio, Ken­ 
tucky, and West Virginia,, who had indulged 
in robberies and murder as a trade, but their 
motto was: “Nev er kill unless comp elled to 
do so to gain your end.” In the confession, 
the Kellys named as a member of their band 
an old man named Merida V orkmen, who 
has serv ed iris time. 
They further say that 
they shot and killed Edward Bush, near 
Ceredo last year, and that they had robbed 
P. Lyman & Bro., at Dunkirk, the store of J. 
B. Newman & Co., at the mouth of Berry- 
ford, and sev eral p riv ate residences and 
stores at G-uyandotte, across the riv er from 
this p lace. 
The gang, up on information fur­ 
nished by a woman named Melissa Badtram, 
also robbed M. IL Bayard, near Guyandotte. 
This woman was used as a decoy to find out 
if Bayard had money in his residence. 
The 
woman is irnd-r arrest here. 
The p risoners stated that on the night Gen. 
W alker was wounded near H untington, they 
were on their way homo from that p lace and 
shot at som eone sup p osed to be W alker. 
They intended to kill 
him. 
They recently 
robbed a country store in Ohio, not far from 
tht riv er, and in the .neighborhood of Hunt­ 
ington, besides p articip ating in v arlbus other 
robl>eries. 
Last Thursday night they intend­ 
ed to rob M. Lander & Co. 's store a t Round 
Bottom, and Monday night they intended 
robbing Cox’s 
store a t Cox’s Landing, Cabell 
county, after which they would hav e trans­ 
ferred op erations to Kentucky.

U nprov oked M urder o f an Inoffensiv e Man

About a week ago
